manned with Solviers, to withſtand a 
farre greater fozce then our Engliſhe 
Sa SS men were, they being in number ſire 
bundꝛeth within the Foꝛte, and our men but eyght hundzeth 
abꝛoade: which is a verie vnequall match { as they knowe 
well, which are ſkplfull , and haue bene ererciſed in thoſe al⸗ 
fap2es) conſidering the ods of place, the one being vnder co⸗ 
nerf, well fo:tified, and hauing they: ©2dinaunce, placed at 
all aduauntage, the other naked, vtterly without Municion, 
oꝛ oppoztunity of placing any Oꝛdinaunte, wherby to auoyde 
thepꝛ enimies, being them ſelues continually ſubiect to their 
annopaunce. The Lozd Deputie, being (in ſo great diſav- 
uauntage)almoſt in diſpayꝛe of doing any god, was ſone re- The Soif 
comfozted with the happy arriuallof the Qugnes Shippes, fue one 
which it is to be thought that the verie great and wonderfull of the 
pꝛouidente of God(quite beſide their expectation)ſent thither Quenes 
ſo luckely foz their ſuttour. They being arriued, there were Paieltis 
certayne great Peeces bzought out of the Shippes , and a — tl 
Trerich made, & that great Oꝛdinaunce planted about ſowꝛe therick vii. 
hundꝛeth paces from the enimies Fozte, to batter it: which daies befoze 
Oꝛdinaunce was fo welt plyed all that day (being the ninth the reſt of

that downe with the Oꝛdinance, and ſcattered the Pulkets , 
E1hich done, the enimies finding them ſelues thus diſmem⸗ 
bed, and vtterlie diſpopled of theyꝛ therle loꝛte, whereto they 
truſted: beganne to chaunge theyꝛ countenaunce, and hung 
ont theyꝛ banners of Truce,quictly calling ſoʒ Parle, Then 
iſſuod out a haue Italian, who bæing demaunded by my Lozd 
Deputie, who ſent him thetherzan{wered, The holy Father? 
Wyl you(ſ2yd my Lo2d) adventure inthe foynice of a ſhaue⸗ 
ling, an Antichꝛiſt, a murtherer bathe of daga inſt 
luch a P2ince as my Piſtreife is? Fou ſhall haue the iuſt re⸗ 
ward of your ſeruice. And requiring him to being foꝛth the 
cheefe of the Spaniardes, he aſked the ſayd Spaniarde, who ſent 
him thether? He ſapd he could not tell. Nihether the Ring of 
Spaine: He ſayd no: Whether with the Ainges knowledgee 
He aunſwered no: But (ſayd be.) at Porto in Portugall. the 
Gouernoz there tõmaunded mer, to goe to ſuch a plate, where 
A ſhould receyne my chardge , which J dd, but whether J 
ſhould goe, 02 againſt wbome J knew not, and ſo bꝛought to 
this place as blindfæld, and (as I e naw) utter iꝑ betrayed, 
Chen (quoth my Loꝛd) if you be not ſent by the King , you 
come as a runnagate, and mull recepne the ipke hrer. 
£Lbey deſiring to depart with the honoz of Soldiers, it was 
denied them. Then reſolued they to ſurrender vp the Foꝛt, to 
pelde theyꝛ money and Jewels, and other things of pꝛice, in⸗ 
to the Load Deputies handes, and them ſelues to his mercy; 
TUhercof he accepting. reteyued thac of them pledges vntyll 
the next moꝛning. when atcoꝛ ding to that concluſion; they re- 
turned. and the ch&fe of them (whome it is niedleſſe to name, 
they onelp remapninga lyue) to the number of twenty were 
ſaued. The reſt to the number of fiue hundꝛeth and ſixe wers 
llaine, and ſeuenttene hanged. The pe Englih Soldiozs 
that lacked hoſe E mes, and were barely cloathed, by means 
of this medley, ſoũd to apparell them, Al modo Italiano. M int 
and Biſtket they met with god toze, and other vid uals fo2 a 
god ſpace: fow2e thouſand Armo2s, with many god Peeces,

lohnCheck Jian money, In all this conflict there mere. onely two hurt of 
my Ladie dur men,wher 


e was Paifter Iohn Cheeke, who is 
thought unlikely uer.

ſon and likelyhod were not fo be onerth2zowne by ten times 
the nomber that our gen were, in that vnreaſonable ine⸗ 
qualitie ofdefence and Furniture. Fo2 our men were in that 
opinion, that if they had bene within the Fozte ſo well ap- 
pointed ot great and ſmall ſhot as the enemies were, it would 
haue colt 10000, lyues befoze it would haue beene wonne. 
But by the god pꝛouidence and aſliſtaunte of God (notwith⸗ 
— their great aduantage) the Lozd Deputie with bis 

zehy endeuoz by land, and our ſhips (though their foꝛtu⸗ 
nate ariuall) by water did ſo coupe them vp on every ſide, 
that they could no way eſcape. They ſayd that ifour Ships 
had ſtaped bat two dayes longer, out of that Harboꝛoughe, 
they would haue bene gone. Foz at their flrſt ariuall, there 
came ſyre ſaple of them, being of men in number about 800. 
who ſo ſone as they beheld the barrenneſſe of the Tountrey, 
and the bzutiſhnes of the people, two of the greateſt Shippes 
departed home againe, with about zoo, men in them, and left 
the relt to taſte of the god entertainement that they loked 
fo there: which ( thanks be to God) they found not ſo ſatiſfis 
able to they wicked erpecacton, as agreeable to their iuſt de- 
ſarts, which would be incited by a blaſphemous Antichailti- 
an PDꝛelato, againſt a true zealous Cheiltian P2ince, wzongs 
fuilp to inuade her rightfull inheritaunce and poſſeſſions, and 
to alliſt her diſobedient and rebellious @ubiects,againlt their 
moſt gracious renowin:d Soueraigne. herein, although 
the Popes holines fozſothe followed the fateſteps and exams 
ple of his Peveceſſo28, which haue bene ener ſowers of ſedi- 


tion, raiſers of Rebellion, mainetepners of diſobedience, Aus 


thoꝛs of infinite bloudſhedding, which is euen growne to be 
the Badge of their Catholike oi rather Cacolike) pꝛofeſſion, 
and the true Cogniſance of their halmeſſe:pet theſe Galiants 
ould haue had moꝛe wit, to haue loon ed o2 they had leapt, 
and founded the depth, ere they had entred the ſuoꝛe of foꝛ⸗ 
rain P2inces dominion. But as they greeapnes of gaine, 
G2 luperſtitious deuocion towardes an infamous Idole,

pꝛomiſed fo ſend them a greater po foz which cauſe they 
bꝛought much Treaſure with them, appoynted to ſkap 
foz that ſupplie, fu which our Eugli were not greatly 
ſoꝛie. It is repozted that cyther they 
comming at that tyme : fo2 the fow2eter 
there was eſcried a Pynnts , towardes the 
but J take it to be rather an opinion oʒ imagination of ſome 
coming,cencepued thꝛough that fozmer repozt:then any true 
apparaance of the verie perſons app2oching .

The Carle of Deſmond, and his bꝛother Iohn, were coming

coatrymi of the Deuils owne dabbing, Doctoz Saunders (an 
Apoſtata towards his @amour,an Archtrayto2 to bis Doue- 
raigne)is there in the countrey, but where, it is vnknowen, 
One ot his mẽ was take in the Foꝛt, t a P2ell of that o2der, 
who were hanged e quartered in the Fozte , Thus much 
hath bene certified out of Ireland, ot what was done there be- 
foꝛe the fiftene day of Nonember laſt paſt. Fo2 which toyfull 
and happy newes, let vs render harty thankes vnto our al- 
mighty pꝛotectoꝛ, attributing the whole pꝛapſe thereof vnto 


his omnipotencie , beſteching him to pꝛeſerue dur molt grati⸗ 


ous Pꝛinces, vnder whole pꝛoſperous gouernment we haue 
recepued bothe this + other infinite bleſſings at his hands: to 
ſtrengthen our god Captaines and Soldiozs, with fozce and 
power to ouercome our bodily foes,and vs al with his grace,
